Many Australians celebrate New Year's Eve on 
31 December each year. It is the day before New 
Year's Day, the i January.

ABOUT YOUR STREET 


When you see a group of people running down 
a city street, jumping over everything in their path, 
you're looking at people doing parkour. Parkour is 
a mix of martial arts and gymnastics. 

Parkour started in France in the 1980s. It is a 
way of getting from A to B. You do it by jumping 
over walls or climbing along buildings. But parkour 
isn’t just about the physical moves. Parkour is a 
way of thinking about the world we live in and how 
we move around it. It is about freedom. 

Where do people do parkour? It’s easy! You 
can do parkour almost anywhere. What do you 
need to do the sport? Nothing! You don’t need 
special equipment and you can do it in any 
clothes, although you need good training shoes 
when you're practising. 

People do training for parkour in groups, and 
working on parkour moves with friends is an 
important part of the sport. People spend a lot of 
time doing exercises because they need to be fit 
and strong. They also need to have very good 
balance. But the sport isn’t only about physical 
strength. Parkour needs very good concentration. 
You need to decide on your route quickly and you 
have to control your fear. Some parkour moves 
are very difficult, like jumping between roofs or 
bouncing from walls. And they look amazing. 

This is why many movies and games now show 
parkour and why many young people are trying 
the sport.

Swimming for long periods is good for burning calories ano 
reducing fat. Again, you can find a partner to swim with or 
join a club. 

Cycling is an excellent way to exercise - just 30 minutes of 
cycling bums 300 calories. Like swimming, cycling doesn't 
help to keep your bones strong. But like walking and 
jogging, cycling can be part of your daily life. For people who 
travel a short distance to work, cycling can be very good for 
you.

Well, it is a list of animals 
in very serious danger Animal extinction is part of nature, 
but humans are making this happen between a 100 and a 
T 000 times faster than happens naturally. 

There are many reasons for this. All of them are connected 
to human activity. Let's look at three threats to animals - 
pollution, hunting and climate change. The first part of my 
talk is about pollution. Some animals are affected badly by 
water pollution. Let's look at two examples. First, in South 
America, otters died when chemicals went into their rivers. 
Second, at sea, oil pollution causes illness in dolphins. 

The earth is a big place, but humans are moving into areas 
where animals live. The problem is that animals need their 
environment. When we cut down forests we destroy the 
animals' habitats. Let's look at the mountain gorilla. These 
animals live in the mountain forests of Africa. But people 
have cut down their forest homes for farming and there are 
just under 800 of these beautiful animals in the world now. 
So, animals are in danger from pollution and destruction of 
their environment. But others are hunted - we find and kill 
them to sell them. Let's take an example - the black rhino. 
Between the 1970s and 80s the number of black rhinos fell 
by 96°/o because of hunting. Luckily, people do not want to 
buy products made from the black rhino anymore. 

But a much bigger problem is affecting the polar bear. The 
problem is climate change - the earth becoming warmer 
Pofar bears live in the Arctic, where effects of climate 
change can be easily seen. Polar bears hunt on the sea ice. 
But now the ice is melting earlier, which means that the 
bears have a shorter time to find food.

Professor Findlay: Hello everyone, welcome to today's 
talk on modern design. Today Susan JVieyer, from German 
engineering company MET, is talking about design 
engineering. Susan ... 

Susan: Thanks, Professor Findlay. Today design engineers 
work in the top jobs at some of the world's biggest 
companies. Some of these include Apple's Jonathan Ive, 
Mujis Naoto Fukasawa, and Dyson's James Dyson. The first 
part of my talk is about what design engineering is and the 
skills design engineers need. In the second part, I'm talking 
about the ideas behind good design engineering. 

So first of all what is a design engineer? A design engineer 
researches what things or products people like to buy. 

They also develop ideas for new products. They work in 
many different areas of industry from computers to vacuum 
cleaners. A design engineer manages the process of making 
something from idea to product. For this reason they work 
with lots of people. What skills does a design engineer 
need? Let's look at three things. First, they need to be good 
at engineering and they may have an education in art and 
design. Next, they are creative and can think of new ideas. 
Many engineering projects are answers to questions like Can 
we make this product better? Third, they are good at solving 
problems. Design engineers don't just think of ideas, they 
also think of ways to make their ideas real. 

Let me give you some examples of this. James Dyson 
designed a new vacuum cleaner and made it more efficient. 
His company takes ordinary machines like hand driers or 
air fans and uses modern technology to make the product 
different and work better. In Japan, Naoto Fukasawa looked 
at CD players and made the design simpler. Fukasawa 
has also designed mobile phones and other products. 

He believes good design comes from nature and the 
environment. 

Design engineers need a good understanding of 
engineering. But design engineers can't do everything. To 
make a product in the modern world we need a team of 
people. Design engineers need good teamwork skills and 
need to be good at communicating. Probably the most 
famous design engineer in the world is Apple's Jonathan 
Ive. He developed a new way of carrying music around with 
us in our pocket. Jonathan Ive always says that success is 
because of his team. He works with a small team in an open 
office space. All the team work with the same ideas - to 
keep Apple's products simple and easy to use. 

So, we have three sides of the job: firstly, researching 
products and thinking of good ideas; secondly, working in 
a team to bring the product to manufacture. And the third 
thing? A good business mind: design engineers need a 
good knowledge of business. Design engineers know how 
to design products that people want to buy. And this is why 
they have moved into top jobs in business. 

Now let's turn to the ideas behind good design engineering ...
